Fortupately, however, he de-
layed at Silver Spring for o length of time
suMelent 1o hurry up troope, which were
hastily thrown between him and the threat-
ened elty,

“Karly made his headguarters when he
renched Stlver Spring at the house of Mr.
Blalr, the father of Montgomery HBinlr, who
wias then postmaster general in Lincoln's
cabinet, After the confederstes had with- t
drawn the Blalrs went out to Stlver 8pring
agaln, Mrs. Blalr found seatiered all about
the lawns great bells of flufiy white wtuff,
which on Investigation proved to be the lint
which had come from her linen, of which
she had A great stor The confoderates
had unearthed it and torn it up Inte band-
ages. The lint they had rollod into balls
